The first registration figures far this 
session, issued by the Registrar's Of- 
fice on Saturday, show Hint the total 
enrollment of all faculties luis nul been 
as heavy as that at last year. Some 
22St students have registered this year 
ns compared with 23(11 last year. How- 
ever, as registration will go an until 
October 151b. an increase I 11 the pre- 
sent. figures may be expected. 

Enrollment figures of the first years 
in Arts, Commerce anil Applied Sci- 
ence Indicate a decrease of 33 men. 
Total figures In Commerce, Applied 
Science, Medicine and Dentistry are 
practically the same as last year, but 
a decrease of <54 Is noted in Arts and 
one of 13 in law. There are only 22 
students In Pharmacy U 1 I 3 year ns 
compared with 3S Inst year.

Four classes of students from tho 
point of view of tbs S. o. a. were 
distinguished by Mr. (.'harks M. 
Stewart, (ho McOill Secretary, in an 
address which he gave to the Organi- 
zation Conference of I ho Student 
Christian Movement s.t Rosemere. or. 
Sunday evening. The Conference 
which lnsted all day and was attended 
by nbont sixty-five men and women 
met for the purpose of discussing 
plans for the year and and to consider 
tite aim and purpose of Ihc Movement. 

Mr. Stewart, in his address, which 
wan the principle single feature of the 
Conference, pointed out that the four 
classes which he found v/ero products 
of different outlooks and trainings. 
Tile first class was made up of -stu- 
dents brought up in an orthodox home 
atmosphere, wlio were satisfied with 
their form of religion. In the second 
class lie put those who nre sincerely 
religious to such an extent that they 
believe the S. C. A. is too radical. 
The third group are those who are not 
Interested In religion; and the fourth 
consisted of those who believed the .S. 
C, A . to be a group of self-centered 
people. 

In summing up the aims of the S. 
C. A. .Mr. Stewart placed first, oa a 
virtue, sincerity. He disliked the old 
use of the word "ekin ' 1 and thought 
that tho outstanding kind of sin from 
a student's point of view wae the sin 
of omission. He would like to see an

A McGill student was interviewing a prom- 
inent business man a few months ago with a 
view to obtaining a situation on his approaching 
graduation. The prospective employer, of 
course, inquired the academic standing of the 
applicant, and was told, modestly enough, that 
it "averaged about second class." Imagine the 
student’s surprise on receiving this comment 
from the business man: "1 don’t care, so long as 
it isn't a first. 1 don't want my men to know it 
all." 

Is that a justifiable indictment? Do college 
graduates, especially the "first class honor men. 
think they know i; all? Do they step out of co 1 - 
lege with the idea that there is nothing more to 
learn — than they can go right into any business 
and tell the old-timers how things ought : be 

done? On the whole we think not.
